We celebrate not the ſanguinary ekploits of a ty- 
rant to ſubjugate and enflave millions of his fel 
low-creatures ; we celebrate neither the birth nor 
the coronation of that phantom ſtyled a king 
but the reſurreQion of liberty, the emancipation 
of mankind, the regeneration of the world. Theſe 
are the ſources of our joy, theſe the cauſes of 
our triumph, We pay no homage at the tomb of 
kings, to ſublime our fcelings—we trace no line 
of 4lluſtrious anceftors, o ſupport our dignity 
we recur to no uſages fanftioned by the autho- 
rity of the great, to protect our rejoicings ;—nog 
we love liberty, we glory in the rights of men, 
we glory in independence.

A Dark cloud once ſhaded this beautiful 
quarter of the globe. Conſternation for a while 
agitated the hearts of the inhabitants. War de- 

ſolated our fields, and buried our vales in blood. 
+ But the day-ſpring from on high ſoon opened 
upon us its glittering portals. The Angel of Li- 
berty deſcending, dropped on WAs HIN TON s brow 
the wreath of vidory, and ftamped on American 
freedom the ſeal of omnipotence, The darknefs 
is paſt, and the true light now ſhines, to enliven 
and rejoice mankind. We tread a new earth, in 
which dwelleth righteouſneſs; and view a new 
heaven, flaming with inextinguiſhable ſtars. Our 
feet will no more deſcend into the vale of op- 
preſſions. Our ſhoulders will no more bend un- 
der the weight of a foreign domination, as cruel 
zus it was unjuſt; - Well may we rejoice at the 
return of this glorious anniverſary; a day dear 
to every American—a day to be had in everlaſting 
remembrance 4 day whoſe: light-circulates joy 
rough the hearts of all republicans, and terror 
through the hearts of all tyrants. *' 
Liberty is the birthright of man. It is coeval 
with his exiſtence. It is a privilege wrought 
into his conftitution, accommodated to his fitua- 
tion, and-proclaimed his own by the concurrent 
voice of nature and reaſon.” - Who fhall rob man 
of this privilege? It was you him by the AL. 
mighty. Man, though made free, was made to 
be governed by laws. Theſe however cannot be 
obligatory, unleſs founded in reaſon and juſtice. 
Liberty conſiſts not in exemption from the con- 
troul of laws, but in adting according to laws; 
laws juſt and equal, eſtabliſhed by the unanimous 


- confent of the community, 
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Wurz uncivilized man roams through the 
wilderneſs, he enjoys the 1 tf of nature. His 
bed 1s the earth, 1s Canopy the 7. Uncontroul- 
ed by the forte of human inſtitutions, and -unac- 
quaiuted with thoſe delicate obligations which 
render men ſlaves in the ſocial ſtata, he acknow- 
ledges no powet but that of his on arm, and 
ſubm ts to no deciſion but that of his own will. 
But no ſooner does the neceſſity of mutual 
relief and protection involve him in the relations 
of civil ſociety, than his liberty. aſſumes a new 
form; better accommodated to his capacity, bes 
cauſe more limited; more uſeful, becauſe ſub ; 
jedted to the laws of order. This neu tuation 
of men originates a multiplicity of rights, obli- 
ations and duties. To ſecure him in the peace; 
fal and inviolable enjoyment of the firſt, to 
ſtimulate and compel him to the punctual and; in- 
variable performance of the laſt, theſe are the 
higheſt objeQs of civil government. That ſyſtem 
of adminiſtration under whoſe operation theſe 
objects are moſt expeditiouſly obtained, and moſt 
permanently ; ſecured, muſt be deemed the moſt 
perfect. The more effeRually the perſons. of 
men are guarded bout ie and their property 
from; unjuſt ſpoliation, the leſs will they K liable 
to contention, more happy at home, more happy 
abroad; more humane, juſt and benevolent; 
more induſtrious, wealthy, virtuous and en- 
lightened. What then muſt be our opinion of 
that ſyſtem of politics adopted and purſued by 
the foundersof all deſpotic monarchies ? What 
incomparable. lefſons of wiſdom -would they. in-- 
culcate upon us ? They teach us, by their doatrine 
and pre ice, that millions are created for the uſe 
and-pleaſure ofan individual, who is amenable 


to 
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to no human tribunal; who can infringe the 
rights, diſpoſe of the property and deftroy the 
lives of his ſubjects. Sentiments theſe, which 
ſap the foundation of that great political maxim, 
that the ſafety - and meſs of the community 
are the higheſt ends of civil government. Had 
mankind known, that there was but one being in 
the univerſe of ſufficient wiſdom and 8 to 
be inveſted with unlimited power, they never 
would have ſubmitted to dominion founded in 
ufurpation, ſupported by cruelty, and adminiſ- 


tered by injuſtice. The firſt objett of men in the 


career of ambition, is to render themfelves inde- 
pendent; the ſecond, to ſubject and oppreſt 
others. Monarchical governments, however li- 
mited; have never ſecured to the people the en- 

yment of their rights. A crown, it has been 
aid, is too ſplendid a price to be conferred on 
merit. If fo, furely it is too ſplendid a price te 

itter on the head of arrogance, or hereditary 

y. The ambition of kings has never known 
any limits. Dazzled by the Dlendour of orb 
and infatuated by the poſſeſſion of ſupreme po- 
er; flattered on every ſide by the ſervile eom- 

liance of courtiers, and deluded into a belief 
that the determinations of their own wills ought 
to be inviolable laws of eonduct for their ſub- 
jetts, they have fancied themſelves the vicegerents 
of *Gov, born and deſigned” for no: end hut the 
exerciſe of unbounded authority. Rapacious of 
wealth, and ambitious of power, they have ne- 


ver failed to encroach on thoſe intermediate au- 


thorities eonſtituted by the people, and deſign- 
ed by them as an impregnable barrier againſt 
regal invaſion. | a n 
Anis TrOCRATIC AL governments, though they

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may be more favourable! than -monarchical to

Tbe fixſt principle of genuine republicaniſm is, 
that all man, as to rights, are equal. From this 
plein undeniable poktion it follows, that all po- 
er not originating in the conſent of the people: 
all power not exerciſed according to their di- 
vation, and ſub jeſed to their controul, is uſur- 
pation; injuſtice and tyranny, If an enlightened 
pation cannot enjoy happineſs under a government 
formed and adminiftered by. her own,conſent, ſhe 
never can under any. If under a monarchy men 
are liable to eſſion, exaſtion, and military 
domination; if they are liable at all times to bg 
involved in unneceſſary wars, to gratify the ca- 
price of the reigning prince, or a favourite mi- 
miter; if they are conſſantly liable to inſecurity 
of their perſons and property, through the inſta- 
b:lity or deficiency of falutary regulations; if 
under an ariſtocracy men are liable to fuffer the 
— effects of combined ambition, or tha 
ors of diſſenſion, among rulers clothed with 
equal authority ; if men are liable to theſe things, 
i is becauſe. are deprived of irn 
privileged orders, and ſub je ted to the controul 
of laws enaficd and enforced without their cons 
ſent. All the inconveniences reſulting from at- 
bitraty power lodged in the hands of an individu- 
al, ar of a number, are obviated by the firſt prin. 
ciple of free government. If all men are horn 
equal, ſurely all have an equal right to a voicg 
in the .enaftion of laws; all have an equal right 
to ſuffrage in the eleQion of men imo places of 
power and truſt. Poſſeſſed of theſe rights, Fug 
eſta. 


people can always manifet their will, and one 
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bliſk regulations. accommodated to their ſituation; 
Their exigencies cant always be known, and al- 
ways relieyed. But in governments where the 
adminiſtration; of public —— in an indi- 
vidual, or a. feu; where offices are diſpoſed of 
by caprice, or {old to the higbheſt bidder ;/where 
the right to govern. is claimed by hereditary-ſurs 
ceſhion, and deſcends to folly. as often as to owils 
dom; where theſe things occur, what can be ex 
petied but ignarance in the rulers, with refpeQ 
io the real condition of the community? What 
can be expected but ſervility and fear in tha 
people, haughtineſs and audacity in the magiſ- 
trates ? What can be expected but the deſolating 
peſtilence of exorbitant a arice and unbound 
ambiti an ? That ſpirit of wiſdom and benevolence 
ſo conſpicuous in the conſtitution of the United 
States, levels all the pompous diſtind ions of 
rank, opens the way of honour and promotion 
to all Who are worthy, and affords ample ſecurity 
to the perſons and property of the whole com-. 
muaity.. The circumſtances attending the ſettlez 
ment and growth of this country, till its difmems4 
berment from the government of Great- Britain; 
tended: directly to pave the way to liberty and in- 
dependence. The facility with which landed pro- 
pęrty was acquired, and the certain enjoyment of 
tha px duddious of their induſtry, inſpired the: in- 
habitants with diſguſt for a ſtate of dependency, 
and love for a ſtate of freedom. The manner 
in »hieh they were trained up from: youth to 
manhood, taught them their rights. No uſurp- 
ing tyrant here fixed the ſtandard of deſpotiſm, 
and awed them into ar {tate of vaſſalage. No 


haughty nobility engroſſed the ſoil, and reduced 
the. people to the. neceſſity of: ſtarving, or ſubmit- 
r ung

ting to the drudgery of ſlaves. Tach man was 
His own maſter, walked on his own ground, rea 
ted the fruit of his own toil. Could it be 
ed that ſuch. men would -peaceably ringe under 
the laſh Of a tyramt? Could it be e ed that 
ſuch men would ſuffer their rights to be-infringed 
by-privileged orders, or the produce of their in- 
duſtry to be (decimated by 'eccleſiaſtical — — 
non? Was the Parliament of Great-Britain ſo ig- 
norant of the ſtate of this country, as to imagine 
{that the people, whoſe daily experience taught 
them their liberties, would fit ſtill till they were 
bound in chains ? By what authority could the 
Britiſh government impoſe laws on us without 
our conſent, or tax us without allow ing us the 
right of repreſentation? With what ſucteſs their 
arbitr efigns were crowned, let the late revo- 
lution declare. Let this joyful ianniverſary of 
our independence announce it to remoteſt ages, 
and ſtand an eternal monument of the eſcape of 
Liberty from the ha nn 


ing from the admirable conſtitution and adminis 
ſtration of our government, puts us into peſſeſ. 
ſion of many bleſſings, and opens upon us many 
o ſpr &, nor enjoyed by any other nation under 
aven. No favoured: orders can here elaim be 
exclufive- right of legiſlation. All ſtand on the 
ſame le el, enjoy che ſame freedom, and ſubmit 
to the fame laws. Places of honour; profit and 
truſt, are equally open to all our citizens. No 
1 particular ſet of men is here ſupported in idlenefs 
and extravagance, at the expence of the commu- 
nity. No unneceſſary taxes are impoſed on the 
people, nor is it probable there will be, becauſe 
they: affect the legiſlators as much as the citizens,

Who then can advocate the neceſſity 
ol religious eſtabliſhments, without betraying a 
want of ſincerity ? Religious liberty exiſts in theſe 
States, but not without ſome reſtraints. Theſe 
reſtraints have originated in an unjuſtifiable inter- 
ference of civil authority. To the everlaſting 
honour. of Rhode-Ifland be it faid, that her legi- 
{lature- has never aſſumed the authority of regu- 
lating eccleſiaſtical concerns. Religion here 
ſtands, as it ought to, on its on baſis, diſcon- 
netted with all political conſiderat ions. 


Aster view of the condition of mankind 
in other quarters of the globe, will at once con- 
vince us of the ſuperior privileges and bleſſings 
enjoyed in America. Imagination can ſcarcely 
depict the wretched ſtate of the people inhabiting 
the immenſe regions of Aſia and Africa. There 
human nature, inveloped in darkneſs, is degraded 
to the condition of brutes, transferred like them 
from one owner to another, and preſſed under the 
load of arbitrary power. Their hearts never ex- 
pand under the enlivening beams of liberty. In 
many parts of Europe the condition of the people 
is more tolerable. The ſpirit of oppreſſion hows 
ever predominates, and rears up its hideous form 
tos oppole-the- progreſs. of liberty. France, in 
breaking her chains and ſeizing. her freedom, has

Its deſolaling 
ealamities have rolled over her fertile plains. 
Her armies, animated by that ardour which firſt 
glowed. in America, have triumphed over all op- 
poſition.
